GRAND JURY REPORT. 


The Board of Commissioners 


Mildly Repiimanded. 


Are 


The sugar schedule of the Tariff bill 


has been adopted by the Senate by a 
rote of 85 to 28. Manderson, Perkins 
and Quay voted with a majority of the 
Democrats against free sugar, and Hill 
and some other Democrats voted with 
the majority of the Republicans lor 
free sugar. 


The schedule as no w ad opted imposes 


a duty of 40 per cent, ad valorem on all 
sugars, raw and refined, and a differ- 
ential of one-eighth of a cent per pound 
on sugars above 1C Dutch Standard 
and an additional one-tenth of a cent 
per pound on sugars imported from 
countries paying an export duty. It 
continues the Hawaiian treaty, admit- 
ting sugars from those islands free of 
duty. 


The impression now prevails in 


_ Washington that the Senate bill, or 
^Gorman Tariff bill, aa it is now called, 
•will pass the Senate some time this 
month. As amended, it differs as 
much from the Wilson bill, passed by 
the Houae, as it tit- 
from the McKin- 


ley act, which ia uo,/ in force. The 
thirteen per cent, difference between 
so-called protectionists aud free trad- 
ers is being reduceJ by every amend- 
ment adopted. The Republicans, with 
few exceptions, voted for free sugar, 
because it does not affeut their constit- 
uents, while the Democrats, with one 
or two exceptions, voted for a tariff on 
sugar to keep the .Louisiana planters 
in line. Both parties are for protec- 
tion or free trade when they think they 
can make votes by it, and when the 
Gorman bill passes, as it is now con- 
ceded it will, the diiterence between it 
and the McKinley bill will probably 
not exceed ten per cent. 


Three Indictment* Found—A Strong Pro- 


test Against the Selling of Liquor to 
Minors—The Anthoiity of the 
Com- 


missioners in Certain Cases. 


THE GRAND JUKY KEFOKT. 


The Grand Jury report, which is pub- 


lished elsewhere in the JOURNAL, calls 
attention to several matters of public 
i iterest. It recommends the Board of 
Commissioners to be governed by law, 
rather than to follow customs which 
are not strictly in accordance with law. 
After a thorough investigation it finds 
no serious cause for complaint against 
the Board of County Commissioners. 
It finds the County Hospital, too, in a 
very fair condition, but recommends 
that the contract for maintaining the 
county wards be let for a longer period 
than one month, and also that the con- 
tract for medical attendance be let as 
the law provides, instead of from month 
to month. 


The Grand Jury finds that the law 


prohibiting tho sale of intoxicating 
liquors to minors is beintc violated 
daily. This is extremely reprehensible 
and should be stopped, and the atten- 
tion of the otHcers ia especially di- 
rected to the matter. 


To the Hon. A. E. Cheney, District 


Judge, in and for 
Washoe 
County, 


Nevada: We beg leave to make the 
following report: 


We find true bills against Wm. St- 


Clair, assault with intent to kill, 
for forgery, two charges, and ignored 
charges against Frank Carleton for 
burglary, and charges against James 
Wilson and 8. Kennedy for arson also 
ignored. 


Numerous complaints having been 


made as to the loose manner in which 
the county affairs have been conducted 
through the Board of County Com- 
missioners, it was deemed advisable to 
make a thorough investigation of these 
charges and if possible to arrive at the 
true state of affairs. 


We examined into the manner in 


which the Commissioners transact the 
business of the county, and we find 
that the same has been done in an un- 
satisfactory manner. We recommend 
that hereafter the business of the 
county be done at the regular meet- 
ings. 


We recommend that the feeding of 


bhe prisoners be done by contract and 
that bids be asked for according to 
law; 
also that the services of the 


county physician be procured in the 
same manner. We recommend that 
the Board of County Commissioners 
follow strictly the law regarding allow- 
ance of any claim against-the county, 
wherein no person shall be permitted 
to put in a bill unless he has actually 
furnished the goods or performed the 
service. 


Many complaints having been made 


regarding the manner in which the 
County Hospital has been conducted, 
and a number of witnesses have been 
called and examined regarding these 
complaints, and upon visiting the 
hospital we find the same in a fair con- 
dition. We do not approve of the 
present method of letting contracts 
from month to month. 
We recom- 


mend that the Commissioners adver- 
tise for bids according to law for the 
maintenance of the county indigents. 


We examined into the cost of the 


county team for road work and we be- 
lieve that the 
present 
expense of 


nearly ten dollars per day is far in ex- 
cess of reasonable compensation for 
the labor performed, and we recom- 
mend that able bodied men be em- 
ployed who are residents and who have 
families. We find also that a great 
deal of the cost of the maintenance of 
our roads is caused by farmers and 
others running water over them. And 
we recommend that the proper steps 
be taken to remedy it. 


Several complaints have been made 


to us, among them being the Faculty 
of the University, regarding the viola- 
tion of the law in reference to selling 
liquor to minors. A number of wit- 
nesses, ages ranging from 16 to 19 
years, were called, and from their tes- 
timony we flnd that certain saloon 
keepers are daily violating the law by 
selling intoxicating liquors to minors; 
some dealing, out the same openly over 
the bar and others by waiting upon them 
in a back room by call bell. Conse- 
quently many of our boys have been 
seen upon the streets frequently under 
the influence of liquor, to the disgrace 
of themselves, to the disgrace of the 
community and to the disgrace of our 
institutions. 


This Grand Jury as a body demands 


the prosecution of any and all per- 
sons so violating 
the 
law where 


sufficient evidence has boen found to 
convict, and we call upon the officers 
to make strenuous efforts to prevent 
further violation of the same, and we 
further recommend that the Commis- 
sioners frame an ordinance making it a 
misdemeanor for a minor to enter 
places where intoxicants are dealt out.

TdK NICAKAUUA CANAL. 


A syndicate organized for the pur- 


pose of enriching its members by get- 
ting the United States to enter into a 
partnership with them to build the 
Nicaragua canal has had its lobbyists 
at work at Washington and its agents 
influencing the metropolitan press for 
some time past. 'Ihe scheme was to 
have the Government issue $100,000,000 
in bonds, give the syndicate $20,000,000 
for property which it owned and the 
labor 
which it 
performed on the 


Isthtnus, and expend the balance in 
building the canal. Woodpulp Miller 
and several other statesmen of more or 
less prominence were promoting the 
enterprise and wore referred to by 
the patriots. 


The scheme failed and the property 


of the syndicate was placed in the 
hands of a receiver. Last Wednesday 
it was sold in New York for $297,625. 
That was the best the receiver could do 
in disposing of property for which the 
Nicaragua Canal and Construction 
Company wanted the United States 
Government to pay $20,000,000.

Being Buried Alive. 


From Thomasville, a thriving little 


town on ttie Mobile and Birmingham 
road, 103 miles north of this place, 
comes-a story that is heard bat seldom, 
and then too much credence cannot be 
placed therein, for nine times out of ten 
there is a certain prevarication or a 
knack of distorting and stretching the 
facts that knocks the troth oat of the 
tale. Bat here is a tone story: Sunday 
morning there died; to all appearances, 
at Thomasvillo, a •well known physi- 
cian of that place—Dr. John "W. Brand. 
He had lately removed from Randolph 
county and -was about 65 years of age. 
He suffered several -weeks from various 
complications, and finally the watchers 
at his bedside, one of whom was his 
son, saw him draw, apparently, his last 
breath and sink into the unconscious- 
ness of death. 
The body was taken 


charge of by his friends, washed and 
dressed in the customary shroud and 
laid out 01 the parlor. An hour or two 
later ti ' few friends seated in the room 
with tl J corpse noticed a slight twitch' 
ing ox the fingers of the deceased. They 
were somewhat startled, but did not 
loeo their self possession and flee from 
the room, as is ordinary under such cir- 
cumstances. Instead they repaired to 
the side of the doctor and watched him 
closely. Then a movement of almost tbe 
entire body was noticed—a slight con- 
vulsion, in fact. Then two pieces of 
money that had been placed over the 
eyes of tho dead man fell off, and he 
made an effort to open his eyes. 
This 


satisfied those gathered around him that 
life was still within the remains, and 
the body was tenderly carried back to 
the bed from which he had been re 
moved a short while before a supposed 
corpse. Dr. Brand received every care, 
and he slowly revived. Hia first words 
when apprised of his condition were: 


"How long was I dead?" 
AU preparations for the removal ol 


the body to his home in Randolph cotafi- 
ty had been made by the son of Dr. 
Brand, and it was arranged to ship the 
remains by the Mobile and Birmingham 
train that passed Thomasville Sunday 
night. Dr. Brand's daughter was at the 
Selma depot to receive the body of her 
father, but instead was rejoiced to re- 
ceive the welcome news that her parent 
was still alive.—Mobile Kegister.

Interesting Statistics Wlilch Have Jnst 


Been Given Out by the Government. 
The first data on conjugal life in the 


United States ever gathered by the gov- 
ernment are given in a census bulletin. 
It shows that of a total population of 
62,652,350 in 1890 almost three-fifths 
were single, a little more than one- 
third married, and not quite one-twen- 
tieth were •widowed. The divorces con- 
stituted a small fraction of 1 per cent. 
The actual numbers of the classes are as 
follows: Single, 87,139,564; widowed, 
2,970,052; unknown, 70,214; married, 
29,831,424; divorced, 120,996. 


The males constituted over 61 per 


«ent of the total population. Of 82,067, - 
680 males in the country, 19,945,676 
were single, 11,205,228 married, 816,- 
437 widowed, 49,101 divorced. Of the 
females, 17,183,988 were single, 11,- 
126,196 married, 2,154,615 widowed, 
71,895 divorced. 


The proportion of widows, says the 


report, was nearly three times as great 
as of widowers, indicating that a great- 
er portion of widowers remarry than 
widows, while figures show that di- 
vorced men have remarried to a greater 
extent than divorced women. 


Of the married males, there were 28 


out of 11,290,008 under 15 years of age, 
585,748 out of 8,104,898 between 20 
and 24 years, 1,728,930 out of 2,426,- 
664 between 80 and 84 years, 869,925 
out of 1,238,719 65 years and over. Of 
married females, there were 1,411 out 
of 10,952,192 under 15 years, 818,983 
out of 3,885,085 from 15 to 19 years, 
1,444,712 ont of 8,091,783 from 20 to 
24 years, 1,805,064 out of 2,520,466 
from 26 to 29 years, 1,717,204 ont of 
3,152,966 from 30 to 84 years, 2,568,- 
266 out of 3,346,031 from 85 to 44 
years, 1,796,979 out of 2,430,878 from 
45 to 54 years, 905,627 out of 1,499,- 
997 from 55 to 64 years, 418,399 out of 
1,188,569 65 years and over.

Women in Homer embroider gar- 


ments, and many of these are brought 
from Sidou. They wear veils, but on 
tho whole- their dress, long smock and 
girdle, was apparently much like that 
of later Greece. This is odd, for on a 
gold ting from Mycenae^ very old, we 
seo women with exuberant busts, tight 
waists and petticoats-heavily Denounced. 
¥ho same costume appears on a Myce- 
fesean ring picked Tip by Furfrwanglei 
in & curiosity shop. Two ladies are ca- 
rousing out of champagne glasses. They 
ore very tightly laced. A lady on a My- 
cenaean gem from Vapheio is laced to ex- 
tinction and has seven flounces. The 
British museum owns a lentoid gem, 
Trhere Leto wears only a crinoline, with 
no petticoat over it. Dipylon vases dis- 
play both nip'/ and women with tiny 
waists. Men, in Mycenaean art, wear 
little but very short drawers and shields. 
In Homer the chiefs, summoned on a 
night alarm, come out in dressing 
gowns, some of them in skins. 


The historical dress for ladies was a 


larg;e piece of cloth a foot longer than 
tho wearer was tall and as wide as her 
arms could stretch. When put on by a 
fair Briton, it usually falls off again. A 
belt partly kept it up, and safety pins 
were used in very early times. By tak- 
ing a bath towel—a good, big one—and 
trying what she can make of it as her 
full costume, a modern nymph may 
partly understand the toilet of her an- 
cient sisters. When once she has got it 
on, shb stands with extended arms, and 
another lady fastens a girdle round her 
waist; then she pulls up the superfluous 
length thiough the girdle and lets it 
hong over, and there she is. But how 
long she will remain thus is an extreme- 
ly delicate question. Straps, like braces, 
were sometimes worn and crossed over 
tho breast, being fastened to the girdla 


Ladies had no bonnets—they muffled 


their heads in a fold of their cloaks or 
wore flat hats. They were all very beau- 
tiful and charming, as we see in the 
Tanagra terra cotta. It must have been 
delightful to live in Tanagra. It ap- 
pears, on the whole, that we cannot hopo 
to revive Greek dress. The dress was de- 
signed for a warm climate and for a 
beautiful, shapely grace. It had its ad- 
vantages iu the matter of health, as 
there was no tight lacing after the My- 
censeau age. The style was not extrava- 
gant or costly, but it is impossible. .53s- 
hieticism cannot bring it back. An ses- 
-Jiete iu a chiton and sandals on a cold 
and raiuy day would be an unlovely ob- 


. Ho would be wrapped iu a blanket, 


into a four wheeler and sent to a 


Ivospital. Not for all the glory that was 
Greece's would rational men barter a 
pair of stockings ajd a pair of trousers.
